AND THE EASTERN PRESS. 


The Canadian press aro hotly dis- 
cussing tho railway expendituro in 
British Columbia. The Ottawa Free 
Press says that all tho opposition mem- 
bera will voco against the appropria- 
tion when the estimates come before 
them; and adds that several conser- 
vative members will vote tho same 
way (The last statement has since prov- 
ed to be unfounded.) Tho Hamilton 
Times credits Mr. Blake with tho in- 
tention to oppose the building of a 
portion of tho Canada Pacific Railway 
in British Columbia, and on its own 
account urges delay in most forcible 
terms. The Hamilton Spectator (con- 
servative) rejoins: "Our contemporary's 
protest would havo looked better if it 
had como wkem Mr. Mackenzie called 
for tenders for the very samo section 
•which it says tho country cannoc now 
afford to build. Certainly Canada can 
borrow money as advantageously now 
as in 1878, and the annual revenue 
more nearly equals the annual expen- 
diture than then. Neither tho Tinies 
nor Mr. Blake saw fit to protest 
against tho building of the Yalo and 
Kamloops, or Emory's Bar and Sav- 
ona's Ferry brand), when Mr. Mac- 
kenzie had the work in hand, but 
that is no reason -why their presont 
position may not be well taken. As 
readers of the Spectator will remember, 
■we ' objected to tho building of the 
Pacific Railway on tho Frasor River 
routo altogether. When that route 
wa3 finally adopted, we wero still of 
opinion that the weight of evidence 
published up to date was in favor of 
carrying the railway through tho Peace 
River country. Thero may be some- 
thing in the forthcoming report of tne 
* Chief Engineer to justiy tho aban- 
donment of tho Peace River routo in 
favor of the Fraser River route, and 
until that report comes to hand we 
aro of course open to conviction. 
Should it appear that tho Fraser River 
route was chosen in 1879 merely to 
vindicate Mr. Sandford Flehino's 
original choice in 1878, and not be- 
cause grave objectisns were found to 
exist against a more northern route, 
we shall join tho Times and Mr. 
Blake in opposing the construction of 
tho branch now under discussion. That 
i3 a result .we do not expect, but it is 
among the possibilities. In any case 
the benefits to be derived from the im- 
mediate prosecution of the Yale and 
Kamloops branch will have to ho 
shown. The Toronto Mail, chief con- 
servative organ, stands loyally by the 
Government and insists that tho lib- 
eral members were committed to tho 
Emory-Savona railway. Gen. Hew- 
son, who discourses learnedly and pro- 
foundly on the Peace River routo and 
its advantages (having never been 
there and knowing nothing of the 
country beyond what he read in 
Horetzkt's book,) is willing that Brit- 
ish Columbia should be compensated 
with the short line from Emory to 
Savona, but demands further survoys 
to determine the routo through British 
Columbia. And so the fight goes on; 
the Government preserving a serene 
attitude and persisting in its resolve 
to make the voto of §1,000,000 a strict 
party .question and to carry it at all 
hazards. 



REPEAL OF THE INSOLVENCY 
LAW. 



On the 31st ult. in the House of 
Commons shortly after the Speaker 
took the chair three knocks at tho main 
o .trance announced tho presence of 
the pompous little Usher of the Black 
Rod, who bowed, to tho mace, and 
then advancing with slow and stately, 
stride bowed twice to tho Speaker, to 
whom ho conveyed tho message that 
His Excellency tho Governor-General 
desired the presonco of his loyal Com- 
mons in the Sonato Chamber. Then 
tho little Usher making three addition 
al bows withdrew amidst the convul- 
sive laughter of the members. The 
OLobe thu3 describes the scene : The 
House repaired to the Senate Chamber 
where his Excellency was pleased to 
sanction the Bill repealing the insol 
vency laws. The Marquis of Lorno 
was not accompanied by tho Princes.s. 
There was no attendance of elegantly 
dressed or stately dames or sparkling 
demoiselles. Thero wero no crowded 
galleries, no brilliant staff of officers in 
martial attire adding eclat to the scene. 
Outside no troops or band was in at- 
tendance, no dragoons, no colours, no 
crowd. Inside the chamber the staid 
Senators occupied their seats as at an 
ordinary sitting. With so little cere- 
mony Canada was declared to ba with- 
out an insolvency law. On returning 
to the C. amber the Commons proceed- 
ed with their ordinary business. 

WHO CAN THE NAUGHTY, 
NAUGHTY MAN BE? 

The organ has ascertained that some 
or.o who does business not far from its 
office (ho is not very choice in the 
selection of his neighbors) has had the 
unparalleled audacity to take up a sub- 
scription to persecute tho sweet little 
political cherub known as the Premier. 
The audacious wretch (wo mean the 
other fellow, not the Premier) has been 
"busy endeavoring to persuade some of 
the community, whose names will ap- 
pear by and by, to subscribe to a "fund 
for the persecution I" A moro striking 
instance of total depravity could not 
have been cited; and we feel glad to 
learn that tho wicked creature's acta 
"may lead to unpleasant proceedings 
against him and others who have boast- 
ed that they have raised enough to 
commence and carry on litigation." 
This ia indeed terrible, and all good 
peopln (ourselves amongst them) hope 
that the organ will "cry aloud and spare 



not," especially as it informs us that 
"they (there is more than one con- 
spirator, it would seem,) have also said 
that tho present proceeding is only the 
first card they aro going to play." We 
possess unbounded confidence in the 
ability of the organ to pull tho first 
minister through his cruel martyrdom; 
and piously hopo that all the cards 
played may not turn out to bo knaves. 

W1TJI1JRA WN. 

Tho Government were compelled to 
withdraw the Police Constables' Bill. 
Its provisions provod distasteful to the 
House, inasmuch as they contemplated 
compulsory police service at tho bid- 
ding of any two justices of the peace, 
without compensation to tho persons 
serving. The Government appear to 
think that the country is hanging on the 
ragged fringe of a social upheaval. 
Why not revive the pressgang? ■ The 
bill will havo to reappear in a very dif- 
ferent form to insure its passage. Dur- 
ing tho debato (which will repay per- 
usal) aomo interesting facts were 
brought out upon which wo propose to 
comment to-morrow. 



Tho Su.poriatoad.ont and tho Toacaors' 
Examination. 



To the Editor of The Colonist:— 
Sir, — ■Permit ma space to make a few- 
suggestions with regard to the teachers' 
examination which is to take placo in 
July of tho present year. As can 
readily be surmised from the tono of 
the Buporiutendant.'svannual report, the 
teachers look upon him with feelings 
of distrust, therefore, if tho Superin- 
tendent has anything to do with the 
examination will it be accepted with ex- 
treme dissatisfaction and may lead to 
the whole business having to bo tran- 
sacted over again as well as to other 
troubles which cannot now be foreseen. 
Now, sir, with a view to prevent fur- 
ther trouble and leave no ground of 
complaints, I would suggest that the 
superintendent tako no part in the ex 
animation, and that three suitable 
and unbiased persons bo selected 
to perforin that duty and award certi 
ficates. 

The impression is also abroad among 
teachers and many of the people that 
many students get university degrees 
through tho influence of their friends 
without ever coming up to the requir 
ed standard. If there is any one cf 
whose educational ability tho people 
want to bo certain it is tho superinten 
dent of education. Therefore I would 
further suggest that university gra 
duatc3 who desire to teach school 
should be examined aa well as others, 
and also, that the superintendent of 
education for British Columbia shall 
hold a first class grade A from July, 
1880. The School Act requires that 
all teachers shall undergo examination, 
but the superintendent of education in 
his "rules and regulations" would 
override tho law. 

If tho superintendent is as well in 
formed as he professes, he can have no 
objection to pass an examination he so 
eagerly imposes upon others of moro 
modest pretensions.

Ottawa, April 1. 
the commons. 
On tho motion for tho third reading of 
tho bill respecting British Columbia 
Judges. 

Mr. Blako moved in amendment. 

That it bo resolved that tho bill bo not 
read a third time, but that it bo rosolved 
that any chango in the judicial systom of 
British Columbia should bo based on tho 
equalization of tho existing staffof Judges 
that tho proposed legislation will involvo 
tho superannuation of five judges, all in 
full health and vigour, at an annual cost 
of §8,000 ; and that while it will increase 
the expenditure it will diminish tho ofH- 
ciency of the administration of juatico in 
that province. , . 

Mr. McDonald (Pictou) said he ' had 
submitted figures demonstrating that tho 
appointment of two judges would not 
cost tho country a dollar. Tho amend- 
ment was misleading. 

Mr. Blake said the lion: gentleman had 
already admitted an increased cost. 

Mr. McDonald — I havo done nothing 
of tho kind. 

Mr. Blako said it was a small admis- 
sion, but according to tho hon. gentlo- 
man'B own calculation tho additional ex- 
penso would bo £400 additional. (Laugh- 
ter.) 

Mr. Longlcy said that if it wero demon- 
strated that tho bill did not increaso tho 
expenditure ho would voto for it, other- 
wise he must vote against it. 

Tho Houso then divided on Mr. Blako's 
motion, which was rejected by -13 to 93— 
all tho B. C. mcmbors in favor of tho bill.

Ottawa, April 8 — Tho House of 
Commons, by a voto of 12G to 30, car- 
ried an amendment declaring that tho 
portion of the fishery award paid over 
to Canada belongs to the Dominion. 

The Opposition aro united on the 
question of opposing tho construction 
of tho Pacific railway at present in Brit- 
ish Columbia and will bring up a mo- 
tion to that effect in both House3 of 
Parliamont at tho proper time this 
session. 

lUr. James Cockburn, Q. C, ex 
Speaker of the House of Commons, 
has, wo believe, been oS'ered and will 
accept the Chief Justiceship of Mani- 
toba. Chief Justice Wood will be 
superannuated, and intends to enter on 
private business at Winnipeg. 

Tho i'Vcu Press says: "It is stated 
that several supporters of the Govern- 
ment have requested tho Premier to re- 
lieve them from tho 'whips' on tho voto 
of the Pacific railway expenditure. 
These gentlemen declaro that they dare 
not faco their constituents if they vot- 
ed for the British Columbia contracts." 
On referring to them tho "whips" say 
that they know nothing of the matter. 

A firm of local capitalists have made 
an offer to the Imperial Bank for live 
years' lcaso of the wheel works in St. 
Catharines, which have been lying idle 
for some time, with the priviloge of 
purchase. Tho probability is that in 
a short time Eome forty or fifty hands 
will bo employed. 

Tho poor of Newfoundland, especial- 
ly of St Johns, havo not been in a state 
of greater destitution for tho past de- 
cade of years than they are in the pres- 
ent winter, and notwithstanding that 
tho charitable societies havo done much 
and aro still working hard, hunger is 
holding its own and conquering its 
victims. 

Halifax, April 8. — Three fishermen 
of Tancook Island were drowned yes- 
terday by tho capsizing of their boat. 
George Mason leaves a wifo and seven 
children; John Wilson, a wife and sev- 
en children and David Langille, a wife 
and rivo children. 

From reliable information it is learn- 
ed that the Government has appointed 
Major-General Luard as successor to 
Lieut.-General Sir Edward Selby 
Smyth in, tho position of chief officer in 
command of the Canadian forces. The 
new Commander-in-Chief entered the 
army in 1S-15, and was promoted to 
tho rank of Major-General in October, 
1877. 

Parry SouSD, March 31.— The 
party who started yesterday morning 
in search of the wreck of the ill-fated 
steamer Waubuno returned to Parry 
Sound at 8:30 p.m., having found the 
hull about five miles north of Moose 
Point, and a longer distance in towards 
tho main shore than was generally sup- 
posed. Tho hull lies bottom up in a 
small bay, in eleven feet of water. 

Toronto, April 2. — The Globe print- 
ing company divide 1G per cent, for 
last year's operations. 

Halifax, April 3. — By a vote of 
twenty-two to three the House of As- 
sembly of Princo Edward Island has 
carried a bill to abolish the Legislative 
Council.

GRAVING DOCK. 

Mr. A8h said that after what fell from 
the leader of the Government yesterday 
with respect to tenders recoivod for tho 
construction of tho Graving Dock, ho 
would not nres3 the motion for a return of 
all tontlers received for that work, but 
would give notice for n return of McNa- 
moo & Go's torider, tho successful ono. 

C TOLICE CONSTABLES. 

Hon Mr. Walkem moved tho second 
reading of tho Polico Constables' Bill, 
which, ho explained, gave any tw6 jus- 
tices of the peace power to appoint special 

# constables and provided a penalty for any 
persons who wore called upon to act as 
special constables, but declinod to do so, 

Tho bill was committed, Mr. Cowan in 
tho Chair. 

Mr. Wilson asked why justice of the 
peace should not swear in each other and 

* act themselves as spocial constables ? Ho 
objected to this unlimited powor being 
given to J . Ps. 

Mr. Mara thought that tho Government 
ngonts should have power to swear in spec- 
ial constables. 

Mr. Wilson thought the Financo Min- 
ister wouldn't liko to pay the polico bills 
incurred under this bill. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven said it did not neces- 
sarily follow that special constables should 
* be paid at all. 

Mr. Bennett said it was surely not in- 
tended their services (should bo rendorod 
gratutiously. 

Mr. Smitho know men now in town who 
had presented vouchers at tho Treasury 
for services as special constables and wore 
refussd payment. Tho question of com- 
pensation should not be loft to the Fi- 
nanco Minister. If J. Ps. were allowed 
to swear in constables, they ought to be 
given power to fix their compensation. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven said it was not the 
Minister of Finance who decided what bills 
must bo paid — especially bills connected 
with tho administration of fustico. All 
bills connected with tho admistration of 
justico must first como before tho Attor- 
t ney-General, and then como before tho 
Exocutive Council. Tho Finance Minis- 
tcr-was only ono of threo in the payment 
of these accounts. 
^ Mr. Ferguson said thero was an im- 
portant principlo involvod in this bill. 
Thero was a manifest tendency of this 
Government to concentrate power hore 
that ought to be investod in Govornmont 
agents, who even in cases of _cmorgoncy 
were forced to telegraph to Victoria for 

• authority to act. The power should bo 
left with the Government agonts and not 
given to justices of the pnaco. (Hear.) 

Mr. Smithe said the explanation of tho 
Financo Minister was very necessary as 
the Attorney-General had always shoul- 
dered tho responsibility for tho non-pay- 
ment of bills on his dreadful Finance 
Minister. Ho (tho Attorney-General) had 
always described himself as too good- 
natured, too yiolding, as unablo to say 
"no "to any request, however absurd. 
Last session the refusal to pay RoedBros.' 
*■ chequo was attributed to tho Finance 
Minister. Tho Attorney-General had 
frequently told applicants for money that 
he would be glad to pay them, "but tho 
Financo Minister would not let him (great 
laughter.) Tho Minister of Finance only 
had one voice, but it drowned all tho rest 
in tho Cabinet (hear.) If a J. P. were 
to show that he was an improper person 
to hold the position ho ought to bo re- 
moved and tho district not left to suffer 
irom his indiscretions. 

Hon. Mr. Walkom warmly compliment- 
ed tho Finance Minister, and made a vio- 
lent personal attack on Mr. Sinithe, who, 
he said, when Financo Ministor had mado 
an error of $90,000 in a financial state- 
ment. 

Mr. Vernon deprecated these personali- 
ties and said thore was too groat a ten- 
dency to centre authority and power in 
f the lower country. Justices of tho Peaco 
might be ontrusted with necessary power 
and special constables should bo paid for 
their services. 

Mr. McGiUivray said a bill of tho kind 
was necessary. It was almost impossible 
to get special constables to act in tho dis- 
tricts now. Special constables should be 
paid, but Government agents wero not 
always within reach . 

Hon. Mr. Walkem had no objection to 

• recoivo amendments. 

Mr. Ferguson said that under this bill 
as it stood it would be almost possible to 
enforce justico. 



Mr. Wilson moved that the committee 
rise and report progress. Carried.

Tho Births, Deaths and Marriagea*Bill 
was read a third time and passed. 

RAILWAY LANDS RESERVATION BILL. 

Mr. Walkem said that this bill was not 
ready. 

Mr. Mara asked when it would bo? 

Mr. Walkem ropliod that he could not 
tell. Ho was at work on it now and it 
was a very important measure. 

FEN'CE ACT. 

Mr. W. Brown moved the second road- 
ing of the bill to repeal section 5 of the 
Fonce Act, 1879. 

The bill was committed, Mr. Pimbury 
in tho chair, and passed without amend- 
ment.

Barnard vs. Walkom— Argument in this 
case was rosunied at 11 o'clock. The 
Court suggostod that the prosont proceed- 
ings bo taken a3 final instead of an inter- 
locutory application. 

Mr. McCroight said that ho would sub- 
mit the suggestion to his client. 

The Court accordingly adjoumod for a 
quarter of an hour to enable Mr. Mc- 
Cre'ght to consult with the Attornoy- 
General. 

Whon tho Court mot again Mr. Mc- 
Creight stated that his client preferred to 
havo the case go on in tho ordinary man- 
»or. 

Tho Chief Ji/3tico— Very well. Lot tho 
caso go on. Shorten tho agony. The 
matter has to como to a crisis sooner or 
later. 

Mr. Justico Crease — It is important 
that in tho caso of so important an officer 
as tho Attornoy-Gonoral of tho Province 
tho proceedings should bo prompt. 

Mr. MoCroight then procoedod to argue 
that by no possibility can a barrister make 
a contract with his client for his foes and 
recovor them, inasmuch as they are gra- 
tuitous and not a dobt. Tho learned 
Counsel thon supportod his position by 
reading passages from tho elaborato judg- 
ment in tho caso of Kennody vs. Brown. 
He subsequently road from tho Indopon- 
denco of Parliament Act to show that the 
employment of tho Attornoy-Gonoral for 
the Dominion Govornmont was only in an 
isolated instance. 

Mr. Harrison thon read tho following 
ovidenco given by the defendant: 

Georgo Anthony Walkem, boing sworn 
doposeth and saith as follows; In July last 
I was a membor of tho House of As- 
sembly for Cariboo and still am, and havo 
been ever sinco the month of July such 
membor; I remember an arbitration tak- 
ing place botweon tho Dominion of Can- 
ada and Mr. Barnard. It was in July 
last, I think. It continuod for several 
days. It was very much broken as to 
time. I do not know oxactly when tho 
last sitting was hold as I kept no memor- 
andum of tho days or times from first to 
last of tho sitting. Tho arbitration was 
in respect of claims of F. J. Barnard 
against tho Dominion Government. I 
had a communication from tho Dominion 
Govornmont requesting me to act as coun- 
sel for thorn in the matter of tho said ar- 
bitration. 1st, a private note from tho 
Minister of Justii . ; next, a communica- 
tion from his deputy. Tho request was 
t ) so.) that tho claim was fully investigat- 
ed. Nothing was said with regard to ro- 
numeration; I don't know how many 
days tb.e investigation lasted; I subse- 
quently went to Ottawa in January, 1880, 
and tho investigation was continued thoro 
by attorneys appointed by the Dominion 
Government, Messrs. O'Conuorand Hogg. 
1 appeared as counsel for tho attorneys, 
having positively refused to act for tho 
tho Dominion Government, which refusal 
was mado to the Doputy Minister, who 
begged of me to attond to it as ho was 
going away. He called to seo mo and I 
told him at the time that thero was a 
question raised about my acting as coun- 
sel in British Columbia, and that I would 
not wish to jeopardize my seat in tho 
House by acting as counsel for tho Gov- 
ernment and taking foos from them. This 
conversation took placo before I aDpoar- 
ed for the attorneys, Messrs. O'Connor 
and Hogg. I beliovo both tho attornoys 
called oil mo individually at different 
times on the samo or two successive days 
and bogged of mo to act for them as coun- 
sel as they wero completely in tho dark in 
tho matter and as ovidenco was volumin- 
ous and I must bo well acquainted with 
it. They neither paid nor uffored to pay 
mo anything and I havo sinco rofusod 
to accopt what I thought was fairly com- 
ing to mo for acting for them on tho 
grounds again ''that I would not liko to 
jeopordizo my seat in the Houso by ac- 
cepting tho money, although I stated to 
them in Ottawa that the Chief Justico of 
British Columbia had givon his opinion 
in Cariboo in 1877 in tho caso of tho 
Queen at tho instance of Housoman 
against Graham and anuthor for misde- 
meanour, that our local act with refer- 
ence tJ omploymont by tho Local Govern- 
ment could not mean that a counsol who 
should act for attorneys in a private pro- 
secution could bo considered as acting for 
tho Crown, although tho attornoys might 
be acting for tho Crown and receive 
money from tho Crown, and oven further 
that tho private prosecution might pay his 
counsel and bo recoupod by the Govern- 
ment if so ordered, and that in such a caso 
the counsel could not be said to act for 
tho Crown but for tho private prosecutor; 
that under such circumstances it would 
be monstrous and would dobar gentlemon 
of tho bar in tho Province from dealing 
with tho Crown businos3 at all if thoy Had 
seats in the Assembly and therefore work 
a positivo injustice to public interests. 
Although I was a mo nbor of tho House 
I therefore undertook the prosecution 
which was in tho namo of tho Queon and 
was paid by Mr. Houseman and after ap- 
plied to havo tho feo repaid to Mr. HoutQ^ 
man out of tho Treasury by ordor of tho 
Court. Tho ordor was refused because 
the Chief Justice was not satisfied with 
the trial. I givo a further reason to tho 
attorneys which wai that i.i my position 
as attornoy general I would not for the 
sake of tho monoy, which was §460. 
wish to subject myself, as a public man, 
to tho constant attacks, though it might 
not be true that i had evaded the law. The 
amount was refused unconditionally with- 
out any prospoct or arrangomont, diroct 
or indirect, as Messrs. O'Connor and Hogg 
will no doubt state, of obtaining it. I 
made no chargo for my services here on 
account of tho question that was raised 
on tho construction of the Act. I made 
no charge to any ono or tho Dominion 
Government for what was done hero; I 
went in with the business here as instruct- 
ed and never lookod at tho act till it was 
nearly ovor; and I continued to transact 
the business hero, after looking at the 
Act carefully underthe bolief thatascoun- 
8ol I did not come within its operatiun as 
money if paid to a counsel is paid as an 
honorarium and not as a feo, and cannot 
be recovered nor can he sue for it. 

Question. — Aro you not the legal ad- 
viser to tho Dominion Govornmont with 
reference to tho Dominion lands in this 
Province! Objcctod to by Mr. McCroight 
as being no part of tho Bill. 

Mr. Walkem declines to answer. 

Question.— Wereyou not asked to under- 
take this duty subrioquently to tho clos- 
ing of Mr. Barnard's arbitration. 

Objected to by Mr. McCroight. No part 
of the Bill. 

Mr. Walkem declines to answor. 

I havo never been appointed to any 
position or promised any position as a re- 
ward for my services in the arbitration. I 
voluntarily submitted to the loss of my 
time in Victoria rather than run the 
gauntlet of losing my seat; tho Minister 
ot Justice after stating that thero might 
be a question in our local Act, although 
ho believed it would not reach counsol, 
still thought it was better, and approved 



of my proposal that it should bo definitely 
understood that no agreement for pay- 
ment of services of counsel rendered in 
Victoria had been made at any time as he 
would liko to state in tho Houso of Com- 
mons if asked tho question that nothing 
had been paid or agreed upun to be paid, 
and that all claims had been waived, lest 
I should lose my seat in tho House of As- 
sembly. Tho quostion of payment in tho 
case nover crossed my mind at first, bo- 
causo I believed that liko many othor 
Dominion matters that I had acted in and 
not been paid for, I thought it would last 
a short timo, as I was informed that thero 
was no ovidenco for tho Duminion Govern- 
ment, so that my position was more to 
check tho examinations and the amounts 
sworn to; after it had gono on for some 
time, and I had received further instruc- 
tions for afuilinvestigatioiijlcertainly did 
anticipate that as counsol I would be 
paid, and it wa3 in consoquonco of what I 
have stated I gave up all idea of payment. 
I havo acted s.nco 1873as counsol for tho 
Dominion Government oxcopt, I think, 
during ono period whon Mr. Richards 
may havo actod; I novor rocoived from 
that Govornmont directly or indirectly 
any sum excopt one payment of §40 prior 
to the passing of the Act; and novor sent 
in anyaccouut to the Dominion of Cana- 
da for services rendered to tho best of my 
knowlodgo and belief; lest thoro should be 
any misundorstanding about this I have 
to state that tho Marino and Fisheries 
Deparimont shortly boforo I left for Can- 
ada in Decombor last asked m« to advise 
thom about tho temporary lease of a ways 
in a shipping-yard; I gave tho advico and 
mado no chargo for it and told Mr. Har- 
rison that as thoy wantod the agroomont 
drawn up and I was not going to do at- 
torney's work ho might draw it up himsolf 
and chargo for it in his own account if he 
liked; this, I beliovo ho did, and ho has 
received tho money on his own account as 
ho tolls mo: I make this statoraont lost 
this amount — which he tolls mo is $15 
— should appoar in any manner as having 
been paid to mo or my dopartmont; I do 
not know what work ho did tor tho §15; 
respecting tbo §400 which I refused to ac- 
accept from Mossrs. O'Connor and Hogg, 
a largo portion of it was for counsel fee, 
to draw a special report on tho legal 
points involved in tho Barnard arbitration 
caso, which report I havo not had timo to 
make, and could not thoroforo be paid 
for; I beliovo tho Ottawa attornoys must 
havo dealt with tho legal points thom- 
selvcs; it had been settled that §100 would 
be a fair counsol fee for a special report, 
as tho caso was important and involvod 
legal questions of a different character in 
many of tho items of tho claim mado.

Following is tho evidonco ot Thornton 
Fell: 

I acted as clork to tho arbitration 
between Mr. Barnard and tho Dominion 
Govornmont before Mr. Compton, tho 
official arbitrator to tho Dominion. Mr. 
Compton appointed mo. It (the arbitra- 
tion) commenced in July, I think, and 
lasted till about Novembor 1879. Mr. 
Walkom appeared at tho said arbitration 
to represent tho Dominion and Mr. Rob- 
ertson to represent Mr. Barnard. My 
duty as clork to tho arbitration was to 
keep a record of all tho proceedings and 
what was dono at them and take down 
tho ovidenco. Tho minutes wore handed 
to tho official arbitrator; also, all deposi- 
tions. Tho minutes and depositions wero 
opon to inspection by counsel on each sido 
whonover they asked for them. I be- 
lieve at tho opening of tho arbitration 
Mr. Walkom stated ho appeared as coun- 
sel for tho Dominion Government, I 
don't think any witnesses wero called on 
bohalf of tho Dominion. Mr. Walkom 
cross-examined most of tho witnesses 
that were called. No sittings of the ar- 
bitration wero hold without tho presrnco 
of Mr. Walkom. Mr. Compton paid my 
fees. I mado out an account to the Pub- 
lic Works Department of tho number of 
days I was employed. Mr. Wulkem mado 
out no nccount for anything connected 
with tho arbitration to my knowledge. 
Mr. Glassoy was thoro as a witness, but 
was nover called. He acted as a check on 
tho evidence of Mr. Barnard, and the 
claimant's evidence in genoral. Ho sat 
alongside tho counsol for the Dominion. 
I beliovo ho was present at the request of 
Mr. Walkem and on behalf of tho Do- 
minion Govornmont, but I don't know who 
subpoenaed him; he waB paid by tho arbi- 
trator. I saw his account. It was sent 
into mo to check, mado out to tho Public 
Works Department. 

Mr. Walkem is a barristor and actod as 
counsel at tho arbitration. 

(Signed) Thornton Fell. 

Taken on oath before me this 12th 
April, 1880, and signed by the said 
Thornton Fell, tho same having bean firBt 
read over to him. 

(Signed) James C. Prevost. 

Mr, McCroight contendod that as a 
rulo a Court of Equity should not inter- 
fere where Buch interference disturbs the 
standing of Parliament unless it wero ne- 
cessary for tho public good. The local 
Legislature itsolf could interfere if it 
thought fit. 

Mr. Drako submitted that such was 
originally tho case, but tho power had 
been vested by the Legislature in tho 
Court, and tho power having been givon 
tho Court had a right to exercise it. 

Mr. McCroight — A hostile voto in tho 
Houso would answer tho purpose of tho 
complaint. 

' Mr. Drake — No; a hostile voto does 
not necessarily doprive a mombor of his 
seat. 

Mr. McCroight — Tho public conveni- 
ence must be considered. 

Mr. Drake— The Act in question makes 
the law and the Court has to deal with it 
as law. The Act say3 a member shall not 
sit if he infringes the provisions of that 
Act and the Court may restrain him. 
What has the Court therefore to do with 
argument as to public convenience 1 

Mr. McCroight contended that it would 
bo usoless for the Court to interfere un- 
less it could do so with effect, and in 
this' instanco, tho Legislature would be 
able to nullify tho action of tho Court. 

Mr. Drake — What, then, is tho object of 
giving the Courts powers to act 1 Tho 
Legislature gives tho power and in fact 
says that the Court shall doal with mat- 
ters of this class. 

Mr. McCreight submitted that in any 
event the members of tho Executive wero 
exempted from the operation of tho Act. 

Mr. Drako replied that such could not 
bo tho caso if thoy aro members of iho 
House also. 

Mr. McCreight then contonded that tho 
bill of complaint had been instigated by 
feeling of a personal nature. 

Mr. Drake— Wo havo nothing to do 
with that. We only aak that tho existing 
laws should bo obeyed. ( Ho thon sub- 
mitted that by tho provisions of tho Act 
any person was allowed to proceed for 
penalties. Tho section of tho Act covers 
three classes of persons, viz: holders of 
office at tho timo of olection; persons ac- 



cepting office after election or tomporary 
employment to which a permanent salary 
or any fee, allowanco or emolument is at- 
tached. Tho learned counsel contended 
that tho latter words do not necessarily 
refer to pecuniary payments, inasmuch as 
emolument may bo satisfied by honors or 
future rewards. Tiio words "or profits of 
any kind" applied both to pecuniary pay- 
ment or offer of payment, or to rowards, 
such as placo or preferment. If a mem- 
ber undertook work which in tho ordinary 
course of business involves a paymont 
whether such payment bo honorarium or 
merces such acceptanco of office vacates 
the seat. The disqualification attaches 
immediately on the acceptance of such 
office and tho subsequent refusal to ac- 
cept salary will not save tho Boat. As a 
matterof facttha nioro agreement to accept 
office vacates tho seat. The fact, too, of 
tho work having been dono on request im- 
parts an obligation to pay unless there is 
something which makes the obligation 
nugatory as being contrary to good faith 
or against morals. Tho fact that tho 
work is done by p. barristor acting as such 
under instructions from tho principal did 
not rendor tho receipt of payment im- 
possible. Tho greatest oxtont it could go 
was that porhaps it the barrister sued for 
his fee3 as a barrister he might fail. But, 
as the principals have not rofused pay- 
ment and tho barrister has deolinod to re- 
coivo his reward that did not in any 
way prevent the operation of the Act. 
Thero i3 still a feo or reward attached 
to tho work dono, although it has 
not boen piid but might bo paid " in 
meal or malt " or in any other way 
and thereby tho matter foil within tho 
very mischiof contemplated by tho Act. 
Tho learned counsel proceeded to contend 
that the Act was intended to prevent all 
dealings with a member of tho Houso 
whereby his independence might bo 
affected. Tho defendant could either suo 
for his fees or ho could not. If ho could 
not has ho not boon equally omployod 
under tho Dominion Government and is 
not tho mere non-payment of foes by the 
Govornmont a matter which thoy havo to 
raise by way of dofenco and not an allega 
tionby Mr. Walkom that because he can- 
not sue ho is not entitled to bo paid and 
that it was not an omploymont to which 
pay is attached! Tho Act did not stato 
that tho employment must bo paid for, 
but that emolument or foo attaches to it — 
provided tho Govornmont think fit to pay 
it. Tho defendant was cntitlod to receive 
and was actually offered pay. Ho did tho 
work and his own evidoncc admits that a 
feo was attached to his omploymont. It 
was offorcd and refused. Surely such a 
case camo within the very words of tho 
Act. It should bo recollected that Mr. 
Walkem, as member for Cariboo, was 
distinct from tho Attorney Genoral and 
that if ho lost his seat ho still remained 
Attornoy Goneraland Chief Commisoioner 
of Lands and Works. 

After remarks from Mr. Justico Gray 
as to the interpretation to bo placod on 
tho word "attaches" tho Court intimated 
that it would givo a written judgment in 
tho caso on Friday next at noon, until 
which hour tho Court then adjourned. 

During tho proceedings a number of 
members of tho local Houso wore proBont 
and tho arguments of counsel on both 
sides wore listoncd to with considerable 
interest and attention. 



Pharmaceutists in Session. — A moot- 
ing of tho Pharmaceutical Society was 
hold last evening at tho building of tho 
Acadotny of Music, Dupont and Califor- 
nia streets, Mr. Calvert in tho chair. Tho 
Committeo appointed to prepare a code of 
othics reported a number of rules for tho 
guidanco of druggists. On motion of Mr. 
Searby it was ordered that thoy bo print- 
ed and a copy sent to every druggist in 
town, that alterations and additions may 
bo suggested. Ono of tho rules is to tho 
effoct that as the practico of medicine is 
not within tho provinco of a druggist, 
they will doclino to givo medical advice, 
but refer applicants to a regular physician. 
This docs not, however, oxclude tho phar- 
maceutist from giving advico in an emer- 
gency, and when it would bo hurtful to 
dolay for a doctor. Another rulo is for 
tho discountenancing of all secret formu- 
las between physicians and pharmacists, 
and holding it to bo a duty to communi- 
cate such to each othor when requested. 
— S. F. Bulletin.
